By an accidental omission, we ne- 
glected to state in a past number 
that the article entitled "Work Done 
by the Heart," which appeared in 
the Outlook, was one of a series of 
papers recently read before the Second 
Year Physiology Class. 

We have much pleasure in announc- 
ing the election of Mr. R. J. Monahan, 
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Med. '06, to the position of an as- 
sociate editor. 



We read with interest of a move- 
ment that has recently arisen at Co- 
lumbia University, advocating the 
rewarding of Undergraduates, who 
have done noteworthy things, other 
than in athletics, with some recogni- 
tion of their merit, even as athletes 
receive rewards for success in their 
pa rticular spheres. 

The idea is good, and the move- 
ment one which should be encouraged 
in all Colleges. 

Every student at a University 
must have some recreation, some in- 
terest outside of his prescribed colle- 
giate work. There is no doubt that, 
in choosing a form of recreation, the 
desire for honour and the apprecia- 
tion of the student body bears an 
important part. 

In most Colleges, to-day, the only 
form of recreation in which this 
honour can be gained is Athletics. 
Athletic activity is encouraged by the 
hearty support of the students and 
Faculty, and athletes are well re- 
warded for their success. 

On the other hand, the so-called 
"mental activities,*' such as debasing, 
literary work, etc., are, so far as ma- 
terial honours are concerned, neglect- 
ed. This is the case at McGill. 

The result is seen when the number 
of men who take an interest in athle- 
tics is compared with the number 
who support literary, historical, de- 
bating and other similar cilubs. 

It requires quite as much ability, 
though of a different sort, to repre- 
sent one's College on the debating 
platform,, as in the football field. Yet, 
at the present time McGill's debating 
society can hardly struggle along, 
while the cry of the athletic men is 
a new campus to accommodate their 
ever-increasing numbers. 

A man may not be an athlete; it is 
not every man who can be, and yet 



take as much interest in the welfare 
and honour of his University, as the 
most skillful player on the campus. 
1 1 is a fact that there are many men, 
not athletes, who work conscien- 
tiously, and with success, for the best 
interests of McGill, and it would seem 
but fair that these students should 
be given some token of the appre- 
ciation of the student body at large. 

The idea of the originators of the 
movement which we are discussing 
is that non-athletic students should 
receive badges or tokens of merit 
which would be distinctive of their 
special branches. It would of course 
be necessary that such insignia 
should be quite distincc from any 
awarded for athletics, but this would 
be a matter of no great difficulty to 
arrange. 

Columbia is not the only College 
where the subject is being discussed. 
In some Universities, already, the 
initial letter of the name of the Col- 
lege, in some other form than that 
given for athletics, is awarded for 
debating, and we believe for chess. 

The pleasure of possessing such dec- 
orations is experienced perhaps not 
so much while attending College as 
after graduating; and it is scarcely 
fair that while the athlete has his 
sweaters, his badges, his cups and 
medals, to remind himself (and others) 
of past triumphs, the man who 
has devoted during his college course 
an equal share of energy to what have 
been styled the "mental activities" 
should have no token by which to re- 
call what were, perchance, some of the 
happiest moments of his life. 

The matter is one which is well 
worth careful thought. As the Specta- 
tor points out, "the body of students 
which now support these movements 
(literary work, debating and chess) 
is rather limited, and unless interest 
be aroused, the lack of new men will 
result in an unfortunate deterioration 
in these activities. 99 

At Columbia a committee has al- 
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ready been appointed to enquire into 
and report on the subject. 

It is such questions as these that 
should concern the Alma Mater 
Society, and we should like to recom- 
mend to them this one especially for 
earnest consideration. 
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W}e would like to impress upon 
Class Reporters the necessity of 
having their reports in by Thursday 
evenings. Several reports had to be 
held over this week on account of the 
late date at which they were re- 
ceived. 



RECOLLECTIONS OF A SUMMER 
HOLIDAY 

By a Graduate of McCtill. 
In fulfilment of a long cherished 
wish, I found myself one morning, in 
June last, boarding the steamer at 
Newhaven, en route for Paris. The 
terrors of the passage across the oft- 
times choppy seas of the English 
Channel had frequently been read of, 
but this day the sun was shining, the 
waters were calm, and the passage to 
Dieppe became an unexpected plea- 
sure. The boat train was in waiting, 
and, after a brief delay in the Custom 
house, where we noticed that women 
share with men the delights of over- 
hauling the belongings of the visitor 
to France, we started on tlhe road to 
Paris. 

The scenery between the coast and 
Rouen was particularly pleasing, and 
of a different: character to anything in 
my previous experience. The farms 
were small, bult well kept, and the 
houses quaint and picturesque. 

On arriving in Rouen it was decid- 
ed to make a brief stay in this old, 
historic city on the Seine. The name 
of Jeanne d'Arc is inseparably linked 
in thought with Rouen, and in spite 
of unfavourable weather, an effort, was 
made to see the places so intimately 
connected with the tragic close >of the 
peasant girl's life, the maiden, who, 
working on the general superstition 
of the age, led her countryman to 
victory and saved her land from En- 
glish domination. Here is the old 
tower in which she was 'tried and sen- 
tenced for witchcraft; here also the 
scene of her cruel death, marked by a 
simple slab in the pavement. In one 



place £cands a beautiful fountain 
erected to her memory, and on the 
outskirts of the city are the church 
ana monument of Bonsecours, also 
speaking of her life and death. 

One thing that struck me most for- 
cibly was the general politeness of the 
people with whom I was brought in 
contact, the readiness to aid the 
stranger in their city. Another thing 
that dwells in the memory is the cus- 
tom, common enough on the conti- 
nent, but new to me, in connection 
with weddings. Standing outside a 
church one day was a large number 
of people, and hearing from one of 
the b.y-standers that a wedding was 
taking place, a halt was made that 
we might see the bride and groom as 
they left the church. A flight' of 
steps led up to the entrance, and on 
each step on both sides stood a beg- 
gar awaiting the exit of the wedding 
party. When this took place eager 
hands were outstretched, and each of 
the unfortunates received an alms 
from the happy couple and their 
friends. 

The arrival in Paris brought us in 
contact with a specifes of man who is 
a veritable nuisance, the so-called in- 
terpreter, not the uniformed, gentle- 
manly interpreter sent out by the 
great tourist agents, Cooke or Gaze^, 
but the man whose business is, by 
his pertinacity, to worry from you a 
franc by his offer of services which 
you do not require. He ispeaks the 
vilest English, and persists in it, no 
matter how carefully you answer him 
in French and assure him that you 
have no need of his services. 

The weather during the two weeks 
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since leaving Montreal had been very 
cold, and I arrived at my pension in 
Paris feeling as if I should never be 
warm again. How grateful I feel 
then to the kind-hearted housekeeper 
tjhere, who took charge of me at once, 
saying, "Je vaifi vous soigner," and 
she did, and did it well. 

I am not going to speak of the places 
of general interest 1 visited in Paris; 
they are well known, and have been 
better described by many others, nor 
of the many places of deep interest 
outside the civy, such as Versailles, 
with its memories, of Louis XIV., its 
quaint gardens, its thaiched cottages 
where t(he great ladies of his court, 
satiated with luxury, played at being 
dairymaids; or Fontainebleau and its 
associations with the great Napoleon. 
Of my visit to the latter place I shall 
only say that it stands out as one of 
the most pleasjant of my experiences. 

Two or three things, however, in 
connection with Paris I must men- 
tion. During the first three weeks of 
my stay the Fete de Neuilly was in 
progress. What is this Fete, you ask? 
Well, we are all acquainted with the 
side-shows so common at a circus 
or at the agricultural exhibitions. 
Imagine about two miles of these, on 
bOih sides of Uhe road, extending from 
Porte Maillot to Neuilly. and you 
have the Fete. All classes go and the 
effervescence of spirits among the vi- 
sitors of the lower classes is simply 
indescribable. And these merry- 
makers are not accustomed to early 
retiring, for again and again my rest 
was disturbed by their noisy gaiety 
as they passed homeward along the 
street in the small hours of the morn- 
ing. 

Then the celebration of the fall of 
the Bastille holds a place in my mem- 
ory. The 14th of July came on 
Monday lasit year, and the Parisians 
began to celebrate on Saturday. Three 
days of mad enthusiasm and merry- 
making Band-Stands had been 
erected at each "place," and from one 
of these, on Monday night, we watched 



the crowds aancing along the road- 
way, the passers-by being eagerily 
pressed lo come and join in the 
dancing. 

One other point before leaving Paris. 
A great crowd is assembled about a 
convent not far from my pension; the 
military are out, and enquiry elicits 
the information thai: under the Law 
of Associations the "Sisters" are to 
be forcibly expelled for failure to 
comply with the regulations. In the 
neighbourhood are many studios, and 
from these emerge men and women, 
artists, clad in their working cos- 
tumo, eager as the re^t of the crowd 
for the expected excitement. The 
crowd thickens, the mob hisses the 
soldiers, threatening cries are heard, 
when suddenly a carriage drives up^, 
there is hasty conference, the matter 
is apparently arranged for the pre- 
sent, and :he military withdraw, 
doubtless to the dissatisfaction of 
many of those around who are pining 
for the excitement of a, fight. 

From Paris to Cologne proved a 
long yet interesting railway journey. 
As we went northward,, we noticed 
women working in the fields, and 
engaged in labour that we ordinarily 
assign to men. Crossing the southern 
corner of Belgium, we are plunged in- 
to a very hive of industry. Reaching 
Herbesthal we had arrived at the Ger- 
man frontier, and had to leave the 
train to go into the customs' room 
for the examination of our effects. 
To insure our perfec: safety, and lest 
we might stray from the fold, we 
were carefully locked in. and after 
our trunks were "passed" we were 
shown into the refreshment room to 
await the return of our train, which 
had gone away for half an hour, pre- 
sumably also for refreshment. At 
length we are again en route and in 
due time arrive in Cologne. Here one 
naturally thinks of the Cathedra:, but 
as this paper doss not propose de- 
scription cf buildings, any account of 
this wonderfully impres:ive piece of 
architecture must be omitted. Suffice 
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it to say, that though I had formed 
great expectations, the reality in this 
case far surpassed the anticipation. 
What an unimportant little atom I 
felt as I gazed upward at those lofty 
towers! 

A very mundane recollection of 
Cologne is that of the automatic res- 
taurant. The small boy, and girl too, 
1 fear, in this country associates the 
slot machine with chewing gum, but 
here the same idea is amplified, and 
one finds a number of little glass 
cases inside, which you can seo, 
perhaps rolls and butter, or a salads or 
even a full lunch. On 'the glass is 
marked the amount to be paid for the 
refreshment enclosed, and on deposit- 
ing this in the slot the door opens 
and you are served. 

Naturally, my intention was to take 
the Rhine trip from Cologne as far 
as Biebrich. The actual distance is 
not great, and the round trip can 
easily be accomplished in one day, 
going by rail, and returning by stea- 
mer, or vice versa. The Rhine is not, 
as compared with the St. Lawrence, 
a very Large river, and at Cologne 
is less than one-third of a mile in 
width. But it is wonderfully rich in 
beauty and in historic association. 
Coming down the river the most in- 
teresting part is that between Bie- 
brich and CobLenz, the scenery being 
magnificent, and this section of the 
river is justly celebrated. Between 
Bingen and Bonn it winds through a 
narrow valley, on the one side ot 
which rise bare cliffs or steep slopes 
planted with vineyards, and on the 
other side,, thick woods interspersed 
with picturesque villages; while on 
both sides are the ruins of old castles, 
each associated with some romantic 
story or legend. 

One of the interesting features of 
the stopping-places on the Rhine is 
the out-of-door restaurant. Here, in 
the gardens attached to the hotels, 
an almost perfect cover is afforded, 
the trees having been cut off, or pol- 



larded at a certain distance from the 
ground, thus causing them to throw 
out branches all around the part at 
which they have been cut. The 
branches of one tree, spreading hori- 
zontally, interlace with those of 
neighbouring trees, and so what is 
practically a roof of foliage is formed, 
beneath which one may dine in per- 
fect comfort even when a smart 
shower is falling. 

Before leaving Germany, I desire 
again co mention the extreme polite- 
ness with which I was invariably 
treated. Everywhere this was most 
noticeable. I was very much impress- 
ed by the handsome appearance of 
the soldiers, their fine figures clad in 
long grey coats, and with their admir- 
able discipline, as also with the order 
and neatness er/ery where .springing 
form the military training afforded 
to almost all the nation. 

From Cologne I travelled to Brus- 
sels. My regret is that lack of time 
prevented me from seeing as much 
of this beautiful city as> I would have 
wished. But I did go over the 
cathedral of St. Gudulf, a cathedral 
without a bishop, and which is noted 
for its exquisite stained windows. I 
also visited some of the flace stores, 
filled with beautiful goods dear to 
the feminine heart. 

A visit to Brussels would be in- 
complete without a pilgrimage to the 
battlefield of Waterloo. In company 
with a lady friend I visited the vari- 
ous points of interest, and history 
became crystallized as we looked on 
the old Chateau of Hougomont, its 
walls still showing the marks of the 
fierce attacks of the French, or on the 
farm-houses of La Haye Sainte and 
La Belle Alliance, or on the mound, 
200 feet high, formed of earth from 
the battlefield and surmounted by the 
bronze figure of the Belgian Lion cast 
from cannon captured from the 
French. 

From Brussels to Antwerp is but a 
short journey by rail, and the coun- 
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try passed through is not of great in- 
terest, especially when viewed through 
a rainstorm. Nor is the city itself 
very attractive, except for the cathe- 
dral and its celebrated painting by 
Rubens, "The Descent from the Cross/' 
I arrived on Saturday, and hoped to 
leave the same night for England, 
but found that there was no boat 
until Monday. The day was a terri- 
bly wet one, and there was small com- 
fort in wandering about the city 
under such circumstances, and I de- 
cided to go on to Rotterdam, and get 
a passage from there. My most vivid 
remembrance of Antwerp is the dis- 
may I felt on discovering that I had 
lost my book of tickets from this 
port to Liverpool. Judge of my plea- 
sure when, a few days after,, I re- 
ceived them in London. The book 
had fallen into the hands of the police, 
who, finding an enclosed card bear- 
ing the address iof my pension in 
Brussels, wrote there, obtained my 
London address, and forwarded the 
tickets to me. 

On arriving in Rotterdam, I found 
the city was en fete, for it was the 
birthday of the Queen, and the port 
looked quite festive in its gala dress, 
and so did the vessels in the canals, 
which everywhere intersect the city. 

My stay was a very brief one, how- 
ever, and I was soon on board the 
packet bound for Harwich, where I 
arrived after a sail of about eight 
hours, and there, boarding the mail 
train which was in waiting, was isoon 
among kind-hearted friends in Lon- 
don once more. 



NONSENSE LITERATURE 

Paper read by Miss Rachael Cox, in the 
Delta Sigma Society. 
It seems rather surprising that a 
paper on nonsense should be a serious 
undertaking, and yet I have found it 
so; it is almost impossible to analyse 
or describe, and, doubtless, the only way 
in which I could have done justice to 
the subject would have been to write 



real nonsense myself ; alas ! I cannot 
rise to such heights, and must e'en con- 
tent myself with quotations from the 
real masters of the art. 

The term art, as applied to nonsense, 
sounds startling, but nonsense is an 
art, and a very subtle and elusive one, 
yet it is misunderstood by many people. 
They say u Don't talk nonsense " (or 
words to that effect), when they mean 
that what is being said is neither true 
nor interesting; real nonsense, I con- 
tend, is both true and interesting, and 
can never be either frivolous or stupid. 
This theory is maintained by G. K. 
Chesterton, in an article on what is 
commonly considered frivolous, and 
what serious. " As a matter of fact no- 
body can really enjoy himself unless 
he is serious/' he says; "men can only 
enjoy fundamental things. In order to 
enjoy the highest and most flying joke 
a man must be rooted in some basil 
sense of the good of things, and the 
good of things means, of course, the 
seriousness of things." Rut this is a 
topsy-turvy world, and it is only the 
mad people who are sure they are 
sane. T must refer you to Mr. Ches- 
terton again for a clever statement of 
the case. " We see the same essential 
oddity," he savs. " about almost all the 
ordinary conclusions touching what is 
serious and what is frivolous. 99 At a citv 
dinner, for instance, some important 
person. General Sir Sampson Sanslucy 
Stumps, delivers a long and unctuous 
Speech, full of solemn assertions, of 
flowing compliments, of final assevera- 
tions, in not one syllable of which is 
there anything worthy the attention of 
anybody. That is called a serious 
speech. Later in the evening some 
established jester, who happens to 
be present, such as Mr. Augustine 
.Birrell or Mr. Bernard Shaw, is call- 
ed upon, and says in a very enter- 
taining manner a whole string of things 
which are reallv serious and true. That 
is called a comic speech. A thine: is 
condemned as a piece of levity definitely 
and upon no other ground, except that 
it is not dull. For no one can imagine 
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or maintain, for a moment, that such 
utterances as these that we account se- 
rious, the utterance of General "Sir 
Sampson Stumps, have any of the high- 
er qualities of serious speaking. The 
only way in which we know that these 
speeches are serious is that they con- 
tain no jokes. Let a single joke in- 
trude, and they begin to sink to the 
degraded level of Mr. Bernard Shaw 
who really has something to say ! 99 

It certainly takes more genius to 
write nonsense than to write seriously. 
We are all naturally serious, whereas 
laughter is the salt of life, the power 
which enables us to get through our 
work in a more or less creditable man- 
ner, and it is reserved for the few to 
be able to write things which will 
make us laugh whether we will or no. 
We sympathize with the Greeks, who 
called their favourite goddess the 
laughter loving. 

Now, wit and humour are unfor- 
tunately mostly aroused by defects or 
misfortunes of other people. Someone 
who lately took the trouble to make 
statistics of the points of jokes in 
comic papers found that nearly all 
could be included under the following 
headings : — 

Red noses — Mothers-in-law. Tooth- 
aches — Drunken men. Bad cooking of 
wives — Old maids. 

For readers of the Outlook, one 
other might be added — but we will be 
merciful and refrain. How slight the 
veneer of colonization must be if these 
misfortunes and defects cause joy to 
the majority of mankind! We have 
to exclaim with W. S. Gilbert: 
" It's human natur' p'raps — if so 

Oh is'nt human natur' low ! " 
Then, let us turn to nonsense. Here 
we find a source of cheerfulness, which 
is entirely free from unkindness or 
malice. No wonder children are fed 
on nonsense rhymes and no wonder 
that good nonsense appeals to both old 
and young; it is the simplest and the 
heartiest form of amusement, and 
never " makes the angry passions rise." 
In fact, we can almost trace the 



growth of civilization and refinement 
by the growth and development. 

Of course, long before real nonsense 
was written down, every king and 
great man had his jester or court fool, 
who was quite indispensable, and ac- 
companied his Lord everywhere, crack- 
irig jokes for his living, a true an- 
cestor of the jesters of Punch or Life. 

Passing over the names of Chancer 
Shakespeare, Rilbon and Butter, who 
all wrote splendid nonsense, we come 
to the golden age of nonsense, the 
Nineteenth Century; the wars and 
social upheavals, which made life sad 
and matter-of-fact at its dawn, gave 
way to . a time of peace, and pro- 
gress, the business routine of which 
was relieved by the outburst of a ga- 
laxy of great nonsense writers. There 
was a general breaking down of con- 
ventions, and most markedly does the 
rising tide of nonsense correspond to a 
return to a more simple and funda- 
mental manner of life and thought. 

The nonsense of this last century can 
be divided into several periods. The 
first was hardly true nonsense, because 
it was tinged with satire — yet, it was 
very brilliant; the chief names to be 
mentioned are those of Thomas Hood 
and Thackeray. 

Then came Lear and Lewis Carroll, 
the two classic writers; their best work 
was done from about i860- 1880. It was 
a period when Art, Literature and 
Science were making great strides. 
Darwin was busy finding out that we 
are monkeys, while Lewis Carroll was 
publishing " Alice in Wonderland." 
Never mind, it is better to be cheerful 
monkeys than solemn asses. Lewis 
Carroll is too well known to need praise, 
and as for Lear, let so high an author- 
ity as Mr. Ruskin speak. In his list of 
the 100 best authors he says: " Surely, 
the most beneficent and innocent of all 
books yet produced is the { Book of 
Nonsense' with its corollary carols, 
inimitable and refreshing, and perfect 
in rhythm. T really don't know any 
author to whom I am half so grateful 
for my idle self as Lear. I shall 
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put him first of my hundred authors.*- 
At the same time a different class of 
nonsense was being produced at the 
Universities. It is not so purely non- 
sensical and is meant for grown-ups. 
In fact, we might quote concerning it: 
" There was an old man of Boulong 
Who sang just one terrible song; 

It was'nt the words 
That frightened the birds. 

But the horrible dooble-ongtong. 
It was principally parody, and clever 
parody, but there is always a sting in 
its tail. Here is one, but it is hard to 
choose between Calverly, J. K. Stephens, 
Locker-Lampson, W. S- Gilbert and a 
host of others: 

I recollect a nurse call'd Anne, 
Who carried me about the grass. 
And one fine day a fine young man. 
Came up and kissed the pretty lass; 
She did not make the least objection. 
Think I "Aha" 

When I can talk, /'// tell Mamma—" 
And that's my earliest recollection.

Last night when at the Rainbow Social 
Club. 



She did the bunny hug with every scrub 
From llogan's alley to the Dutchman's 
Boot. 

While little Willie, like a plug-eared 
mute, 

Papered the wall and helped absorb the 
grub, 

Played nest egg with the benches like 
a club ; 

When hot society was easy fruit ! 
Am I a turnip? On the strict Q. T-, 
Why do my Trilbys get so ossified? 
Why am I minus when it's up to me 
To brace my Paris Pansy for a glide? 
Once more my hoodoo's thrown the 

game and scored 
A flock of zeros on my tally board. 

Gilett Burgess, the San Francisco 
writer, reaches a still higher level, and 
I shall end these hasty and disjointed 
remarks with the following astonish- 
ingly fervent and solemn little lyric of 
his : —

The Treasurer, after reading his re- 
port, expressed his sincere thanks to 
Mr. Tees for valuable assistance ren- 
dered him in preparing the report, and 
throughout the year.

The retiring Secretary then read his 
annual report, which was substantially 
as follows : — The Outlook congratu- 
lates Mr. Ross on the able manner in 
which he has performed his duties this 
year, and is sure of the concurrence of 
the students in doing so.

During the year, this executive has 
held 10 meetings, which have been at- 
tended as follows: — The President, 10; 
Gibson, 8 ; Macdonald, 5 ; Rankine, 4 ; 
Parkins, 9; Kenny, ; Kent, to; Patch, 
2; Molson, 1; Cole, 4; Foreman, 2; 
Capt. Fraser, 2; Manager, Tees, 6; 
Ross, 10. 

Mr. Fraser was elected captain of the 
Track Team, and Mr. F. J. Tees, man- 
ager for the Toronto trip. 

In accordance with the decision of 
the last annual meeting, the Basket- 
Ball Club has been added to the list of 
clubs in the Association. 

The Association has to thank the 
Hon. President, Dr. McKenzie, for the 
two lectures given on " Training and 
Competing in Athletics." 

The Interyear system of competi- 
tion has passed beyond the experi- 
mental stage, and the Meet on October 
to was the most successful in the 
history of the Association, there being 
five records broken, and one new 
record established. 
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For this Meet your committee 
thought it advisable to drop the three 
bicycle events, and the 56 lb wt. event, 
adding a long distance number in the 
two-mile run. 1904, for the second 
time, won the class trophy, this time 
with a score of 56 points. 

Mr. J. D. Morrow equalled his score 
of last year of 25 points, getting the In- 
dividual Trophy ; 17 points gave Mr. W. 
P. Ogilvie second place. 

In the way of records, Mr. E. J. 
Ryan, whose athletic qualities make 
him a valuable addition to the Track 
Team, raised the running broad jump. 
The point of the pole vault was in- 
creased by Mr. R. W. Dalgleish. Mr. 
W. P. Ogilvie raised his own record of 
last year in the discus throw. T. C. 
Fraser altered the 16 lb. hammer dis- 
tance. The Senior Class, represented 
by Messrs. S. H. Boright, W. S. 
Lyman, R. Cumming and G. G. Gale, 
lowered the team race time. The re- 
cord established by W. M. Edwards, for 
the two-mile run, is 10 minutes 35 se- 
conds. 

On October 16, the Intercollegiate 
Track Meet was held in Toronto, re- 
sulting in a victory for McGill, the score 
being 57 to 49. 

November 1 was the date of the sec- 
ond Annual 'Cross-Country Run. Con- 
siderable interest was taken in this 
run, and most of the men entered had 
trained for it, so that it was a closely 
contested event. 

In outside events the standing of Mc- 
Gill was upheld by Mr. Morrow at 
New York, and Mr. G. J. Mcintosh at 
Ottawa. 

After many years of agitation, the 
time seemed ripe for something more 
definite in the way of a gymnasium 
scheme. To this executive belongs the 
honour of getting a scheme which 
seems workable under way. In aid of 
this there has, up to date, been sub- 
scribed, $946,63 by the Undergraduates 
of the University, and $20,000.00 by the 
Chancellor, Lord Strathcona. All of this, 



both money and work, is left a,s a 
legacy to the incoming committee, wish- 
ing them every success in the under- 
taking. 

All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted, 

JAMES GORDON ROSS. 

The President, before retiring from 
office, could not refrain from mention- 
ing the friendly co-operation and in- 
dividual zeal which characterized the 
work of the committee in their fre- 
quently tiresome and ' laborious work. 
He mentioned, guardedly, in connection 
with the gymnasium scheme, that he 
was able to authorize the statement 
that another subscription was coming, 
but from whom, and of what mag- 
nitude, he would not say. He also ex- 
pressed the belief that it was solely ow- 
ing to the interest the Undergraduate 
body was taking in the matter that 
such substantial aid was forthcoming, 
and heartily urged further co-operation 
in the good work. In regard to the men 
who had so faithfully trained for the 
sports and had upheld McGill's name 
so well, he had not enough to say, 
specially mentioning in this connection 
Mr. "Hod" Stovell and Mr. T. C 
Fraser. 

The election of officers for the com- 
ing year resulted as follows :— Hon. 
President Dr. R. Tait McKenzie; Hon. 
Treasurer, Professor C. H. McLeod ; 
President Mr. G. M. Kent, Science '04; 
Vice-President, Mr. W. P. Ogilvie, 
Law 04; Treasurer, Mr. W. Stewart, 
Arts 05; Secretary, Mr. R. O. Mc- 
Murtry, Arts 05.

Mr. Tees, in a neat speech, moved a 
vote of thanks to the retiring officers 
which was seconded by Mr. Ryan; and, 
before adjourning President Carlyle, on 
behalf of the committee, extended his 
thanks " in a basket " to Mr. Tees.

The Dance Question. 

Kditor Outlook : 

It is unfortunate that a university of 
high repute should find more difficulty in 
arranging for a simple college dance than 
children in organizing a Sally Waters' 
party. 

The writer desires to invite criticism 
and irony, accusations and reproach, 
calumny, attack, slip-slop and rot through 
the pages of the Outlook, by attempting 
to give a clear and unbiased account of 
the negotiations, plots, counter-plots and 
rubbish which t lie question of college 
dances has evoked. 

Up to this winter the one remaining 
feature of the old arrangement, of organ- 
ization by Faculties rather than by 
Classes, was the Faculty Dances. It was 
felt by the students that the usual num- 
ber of dances should take place, and since 
the Sophomores and Freshmen were not 
sufficiently enterprising to complete the

Either to exert 
such influence as to kill both, or to make 
both unite in one. Unfortunately, they 
chose the former. Arts was approached, 
and a half promise exacted that no dance 
would be held. Armed with this, they 
attempted to make Science follow suit. 
Great palavers were held, Science orators 
were in their glory, the halls swarmed 
with excited miners, and finally they 
decided to have their own dear dance- 
Arts was in a hubbub. If Science could 
have a hop, Medicine a feed, Law a feed 
and the R. V. C. a skating rink, why 
could not Arts also have a shine. Deli- 
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ance was hurled at the authorities, and 
spectacled poets and historians patted 
each other on the back. 

The authorities saw the folly of their 
course, and with characteristic prompti- 
tude veered round and grasped the other 
alternative. 

Aits was then persuaded to invite 
Science to participate in a common func- 
tion. But Science blindly believed in 
their power to be independent of every- 



thing and everybody, and declined. Their 
calculations were ill-made and eventually 
down they came to a common-sense level. 
The proposal from Arts was accepted and 
all should have been merry, but the 
feelings of Arts are wounded. T hey 
hesitate to be magnanimous, and mean- 
while time flies and Lent approaches.

The whole dance situation was re- 
viewed from the beginning, every act 
of every committee was in turn criti- 
cized and defended, the actions of 
Science, of Arts, of the Undergra- 
duates' Societies, of the Dance Com- 
mittees and of the authorities were 
explained, condemned and ajpproved. 
The air was filled with motions,, sug- 
gestions',, reconsiderations and amend- 
ments. Mr Rubinovitch with poetic 
flrq, Mr. Chandler with oratorical 
vehemence, Mr. Campbell, Mr. Papi- 
neau^, Mr. Couture, Mr. Parkins and 
Mr McMorran. talked and emplored, 
hurled denouncements^ questions, vi- 
tuperations at one another, defied the 
chairman, appealed to the meeting, 
rose to points of kxrder, and thrashed 
out the question from every point and 
aspect. 

At length, when the gong sounded 
the hour of two, the original amend- 
ment and motion were put. With 
trembling nerves the opposing lead- 
ers drew off -their supporters to op- 
posite sides of the house. 

The count was taken! By one vote 
the motion to adopt report of com- 
mittee had passed. 

The chairman arose to announce 
the result. At the same moment the 
door of the meeting room burst open, 
and with a show of triumph two ot 
the opposers of the motion burst in, 
bringing with them reinforcements 
in the way of two frightened and 
trembling Freshmen. The house was 
immediately in an uproar. Some de- 
manded the ejectment of the newcom- 
ers; others called for a decision. For a 
moment the question of victory or 
defeat hung in the balance. All eyes 
were turned upon the chairman, and 
as he slowly rose from his chair and 
announced a recount of votes, the 
last hopes of the "Pro-Dance" faction 
died within them. The recount was 
taken, and the Dance was killed.

SOPHOMORE-FRESHMEN 
DEBATE. 

The above important event took 
place on the evening of Feb. 5, 1903, 
in the Law building. Pres. Williams, 
of the Literary Society, being in the 
chair. The subject was: "Resolved, 
That the House of Lords should be 
abolished/' The affirmative was sup- 



ported by the Sophomores, while the 
Freshmen endeavoured to uphold the 
negative. Mr. Edwards, *05, opened 
the Debate for the affirmative. In 
a soul-stirring speech he pointed out 
uie existing evils in the present 
House of Lords, and had he had a 
week to talk, he might have come 
near proving it an institution as dis- 
reputable as the Sophomore Year. He 
laid down the basis that if the here- 
ditary principle in the House of Lords 
were abolished, the House would scon 
become obsolete. He argued that 
men of the highest ability should be 
taken into the peerage, and that a 
Second House should be constituted of 
these. Foil owing him, Mr. W. L. 
Carr opened for the negative. He 
said that the House of Lords had 
grown up with the English nation, 
ana that it formed an integral part 
of the British Constitution. The 
abolition of it, he affirmed, was not 
in accordance with the will of the pro- 
pie, and for this reason should not 
take place. He was followed by Mr. 
Adams, '05. Mr. Adams in a fluent 
speech, corroborated the statements 
of Mr. Edwards. His argument was 
chiefly that the existing evils in the 
House of Lords rendered it unfit for 
its purpose. He also strongly sup- 
ported the statement of Mr. Edwards, 
that there were many lunatics in the 
House of Lords. This seemed the favour- 
ite argument of the affirmative (Birds 
of a feather, etc). Mr. A. Freedman 
then spoke for «the negative. His 
•speech was perhaps a little incoherent; 
its chief object seemed to be co prove 
the members of the present House of 
Lords were more fit for their purpose 
than any other class could be. Mr. 
Jenkins, '05, then spoke. With hi? 
stentorian tones, his mild sarcasm, his 
pretended knowledge of his subject, 
Mr. Jenkins bids fair to become a 
strong Radical. With "vociferous 
positiveness," he compared the House 
of Lords with the Emperor of China; 
he seemed to know the latter very 
well. Mr. Geo. V. Cousins then sum- 
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med up for the negative. In his 
speech, which he delivered in a very 
loud voice, and with much shaking 
of his finger, he endeavoured to prove 
that the affirmative had been arguing 
for -the reform of the House of Lords v 
not for its abolition. With some 
fifty years' practice, Mr. Cousins bids 
fair to become a debater of renown, 
provided he losses his finger. Mr. 
Edwards next summed up for the affir- 
mative. After making many nasty 
faces,, he said what he had said be- 
fore. Professor Leacock, who had 
kindly consented to act as judge, then 
rendered his decision. After express- 
ing hi*> pleasure at being present, 
both because of the good company 
and becau.se of the instruction he 
had received, he declared that, in his 
opinion,, the affirmative had upheld 
their end of the subject. A vote of 
thanks to Professor Leacock was then 
moved by Mr. Edwards, and seconded 
by Mr. Cousins, and duly passed by 
the meUing. 

The historic meeting then adjourn- 
ed, and the exercise of walking home 
cooled the heads of the orators, all 
except Mr. Carr's, who of course did 
not walk, but took the car(r).

LECTURES ON FRENCH ELOCU- 
TION. 

On Thursday evening, at eight 
o'clock. Monsieur Prad will deliver 
his third lecture on French Elocution, 
in Classroom No. 3. Arts building. 

The institution of a free course of 
lectures on ifchis subject is a timely 
one, and the students of McGill are 
fortunate in having in Monsieur Prad 
a lecturer of wide experience and 
special ability in this field. Sometime 
a member of the (ul< Ion at Paris, Mon- 
sieur Prad has also occupied the posi- 
tion of Lecturer at the Conservatoire 
of Bordeaux, and subsequently de- 
livered lectures in all the principal 
towns of the middle and south of 
France, where his system met with 
marked success. 

The key-note of Monsieur Prad'is 
method is simplicity. He does net claim 
to be the founder of a new system, 
however, for his dates back in out- 
line to the time of Moliere; but he 
does believe that, by special exer- 
cisrs for the production of the vowels 
and consonants, as well as by reading 
aloud from the masterpieces of French 
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literature,, and by careful training 
of the ear, not only will defective pro- 
nunciation be corrected, but that 
the undesirable effect of local accent 
will be counteracted. 

Such a course of lectures deserves 
the hearty support and co-operation of 
ail McGill students interested in the 
French language, and a large atten- 
dance is expected on Thursday even- 
ing.

McGILL HISTORICAL CLUB. 

The regular meeting of the Club 
was held Inst Thursday evening in 
the Y. M. C. A. 

The evening's topic was the Rebel- 
lion of 1837. Mr. Dutaud gave an 
interesting and detailed account of 
the rebellion in Lower Canada. The 
chief causes were shown to be de- 
fective administration and opposition 
by the Governor and Council), to all 
reform proposed by the assembly. 
The engagements of St. Denis ( , St. 
Charles and St. Eustache were then 
taken up, and the rising in Upper 
Canada briefly described. When in- 
vestigation was made into the causes 
of the trouble, the provinces were 
pacified by the union of Upper and 
Lower Canada, and by the granting 
of practically all the reforms de- 
manded by the assemblies. 

Mr. Campbell continued the subject 
in his consideration of Lord Durham's 
Report. He told something of the 
author's early lift* and character, and 
pointed out that, though he made but 
a very short stay in Canada, his re- 
port is long and detailed, and is ab- 
solutely true in almost all details. 
Durham thought the question one of 
nationality, though the primary cause 
of trouble was great administrative 
defects, which were very strongly shown 
up. He touched briefly on the East- 
ern provinces, and considered the 
question of economics. As a solution 
of the difficulty, the investigator pro- 
posed sweeping reforms accompanied 
by the union of Upper and Lower 
Canada. The report, carried out in 
part, did much for Canada, and was 
instrumental in obtaining confedera- 
tion when the time was ripe. 

In the discussion which followed, 
points of great interest were brought 
up, notably the race question, the con- 
nection between the risings in Upper 
and in Lower Canada, and the au- 
thorship of Lord Durham's Report. 
The meeting then passed to the dis- 
cussion of more weighty matters. 
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LITERARY SOCIETY. 

At the regular meeting of the Liter- 
ary Society on Friday evening, Feb. 
5, the Annual Debate between the 
Freshmen and Sophomores of the 
Faculty of Arts took place. The re- 
sult was an overwhelming victory for 
the Sophomoresu who far surpassed 
their opponents both in style and ar- 
gument. It would be hard to single 
out any particular speaker among the 
Sophomore debaters, for all did equal- 
ly well. Among the Freshmen, how- 
ever, the name of Mr. Cousins de- 
serves special mention. 

The resolution was as follows: — 
"Resolved, that the House of Lords 
should be abolished. The Sopho- 
mores supported the affirmative), and 
the Freshmen the negative. 

The affirmative drew attention to 
the depraveu mental and moral con- 
dition of many of the peers, the in- 
justice of hereditary succession and 
the Lords' misuse of the power of 
veto. In short, they maintained that 
merit and not birth should entitle 
one to a seat in the House of Lords. 

The negative on the other hand 
maintained that the Lords had grown 
up with and adapted themselves to 
the needs of the country. While ad- 
mitting that many of the Lords were 
61 a doubtful character, they affirm- 
ed that the majority were men of 
undoubted intellect, and, therefore, the 
best men for the House of Lords. 

After the summing up by the 
leader of the affirmative, the presiding 
officer called on Prof. Leacock, who 
had kindly consented to act as critic, 
for a decision, which was as stated 
above. Prof Leacock complimented 
the different speakers, especially those 
of the affirmative, on their compre- 
hensive knowledge of the subject. To 
use the words of Prof. Leacock, 
the victory of the Sophomores was 
due to the energy of Mr. Edwards, 
the exactness of Mr. Adams and the 
vociferous positivene^s of Mr. Jen- 
kins:. The Freshmen were represented 
by Messrs. Cousins, Carr and Freed- 
man.

The Royal Hilitary College- 

THERE are few national institutions of more value and in 
terest to the coumry than the Royal Military College at 
Kingston. At the same time its object and the work it is 
accomplishing are not sufficiently understood by the general 
public 

The College is a Government institution, designed primar- 
ily for the purpose of giving the highest technical instruc - 
tions in all branches of military science to cadets and officers 
Of Canadian Militia. Iu fact, it is intended to take the place 
in Canada of the English Woolwich and Sandhurst and the 
American West Point. 

The Commandant and military instructors are all officers on 
the active list of the Imperial army, Jeut for tbe purpose, and 
in addition were is a complete staff of professors for the civil 
subjects which form such a large proportion of the College 
course. 

Whilst the CoUego is organized on a strictly military basis 
the cadets receive in addition to their military Studies a 
thoroughly practical, scientific and sound training in all 
subjects that are essential to a high and general modern 
education. 

The course in mathematics is very complete and a thorough 
grounding is given in the subjects of Civil Engineering, Cint 
and Hydrographic Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, Frencn 
and English. 

The object of the College course is thus to give the cadet* 
a training which shall thoroughly equip them for either a 
military or civil career. 

The strict discipline maintained at the College is one of the 
most valuable features of the system. As a result of it 
yonng men acquire habits of obedience and self-control and 
consequently of self-reliance and command, as well as 
experience in controlling and handling their fellows. 

In addition, the constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures good health and fine 
physical condition. 

An experienced medical officer is in attendance at the 
College daily. 

Five commissions in the Imperial regular army are annual- 
ly awarded as prizes to the cadets. 

The length or course is three years, in three terms of ft 
months' residence each. 

The total cost of the three years* course, including board, 
uniforms, instructional material, and aU extras, is from $750 
to |800. 

The annual competitive examination for admission to tke 
College will take place at the headquarters of the several 
military districts in which candidate! reside, in May of cack 
year.
